And I Tm 
convinced, as well as you Mailer Smith, that 
God Almighty always brings the Murderer 
to Juftice even in this Life, by fome Means 
or other ; and what their Fate will be here- 
after, we mu ft not pretend to determine, for 
that is the Work of omnipotent Wifdom. 

There is alio a remarkable Account of 
the Difcovery of a Murder to Lord Chief 
Juftice Hales , and related, if I miftake not, 
in his Reports , or in his Advice to his 
Children, which you may read at a conve- 
nient Oportunity. 

The feventh Commandment fays : 

T hou Jhalt not commit Adultery. 

This Crime may juftly be placed next to 
Murder ; for it is next to it in its Confe- 
quences. It feparates a Man, as it were, 
from himfelf and his Family ; robs him, or 
her, to whom the Injury is done, of Peace;
